It  provides  a  suitable 
place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable  waste 
material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate 
around  the  home  and  local  stores ;  brush,  etc.  cut  on  your 
property.  Eliminate  the  hazared  of  burning  yourself.  It 
will  be  easier  for  you  —  personally  and  financially.
